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SOUTH AFRICA, 
STATIONS WITHIN THE COLONY. 
Cape Town. 

Mr. Thom perseveres in his labors, 
hoth amoung the Colonists and the 
Slaves, of the latter of whom there 
are multitudes disposed to hear the 
Gospel. He has again made a tour, 
of about 1800 miles, ia which he visit 
ed the Stations of Mr. Seidenfaden 
and Mr. Pacalt; and had an opportu- 
nity of preaching, in Dutch, to thou- 
sands of Colonists, Hottentots, and 
Slaves. 

Mr. Thom has lately made an ap- 
plication to the Governor, for permis- 
sion to build a Chapel in Cape Town, 
for the instruction of Slaves. His let- 
ter was referred by his Excellency to 
the Consistory of the Reformed 
Church at the Cape; who met to con- 
sider it, but broke up without coming 
to any determination. He has since 
hired a house, and intends to preach 
in Dutch, and to bold English Prayer 
meetings. His English Congregation 
has considerably increased lately. 


Stellenbosch. 


Mr. Bakker, who has laboured at 
this Station many years, is not able, on 
account of his infirmities, to extend his 
labours, as he wishes, into the surround- 
ing couutry. 

‘Mr. Bakker labours ender consider. 
able restraint, not being allowed to 
baptize the Converts, or admit them to 
the Lord’s Table. This he feelingly 
laments, and longs to have tie restric- 
tions removed. 

Bosjesveld. 

Mr. Kramer, in his last letter, tells 
us that he was employed in preaching 
to the Slaves, Hottentots, and Colonists ; 
the latter of whom, being far from any 
Church, greatly needed his assistance : 
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and that, though he expects to desis 
his poe from the people among 
whom he labours, he still wishes to be 
considered in connection with this So- 
ciety. 
Caledon. 

This Station, which has been occupi- 
ed by Mr. Se idenfaden about six years, 
appears to be nearly in the same state 
as reported last year; the number of 
baptized Adults being about 60, and 
the Children whe attend the School a- 
bout 50. Improvements have been 
made, by large inclosures for cultiva- 
tion, especially for kitches-gardens, 
and by making better roads and fen- 
ces. The people belonging to the 
Settlement are about 400. In the long 
evenings of the winter months, Mr. S. 
catechized the people every other eve- 
ning, and was much encouraged by the 
progress that many of them made in 
the knowledge of the Truth. 


High Kraal. 


Mr. Evan Evans, who 
Brethren on their way to Bethelsdorp, 
rested at this place, speaks with delight 
of the affectionate regard which the 
people paid to Mr. Pacalt, on his re- 
turn from a journey ; and of their strong 
expressions of gratitude to this Society 
for sending them Missionaries ; with 
their astonishment that any could be 
induced to leave their parents and bro- 
thers and sisters in England, to come 
and live among Hottentots. 

Mention also is made of the holy tri- 
umphs of a Hottentot, converted to 
God at the age of 90; and who, in th 
expectation and hope of death. rejoiced 
with joy unspeakable and ful! of glory, 

Bethelsdorp. 

The official account of t 
Bethelsdorp, for the year Isto, did not 
time for insertion in our 

Krom that account we 
learped, that, though the Settlement 
had laboured under some severe dis- 
eourageimeuts, especiully from the ste- 
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rility of the soil, scanty supply of wa- 
ter, aud a bad season for corn; yet 
many instances had oecurred of the 
power of divine grace in the conversion 
ofihe Heathen. In the course of that 
year, the Missionaries had baptized 143 
Adults, of whose conversion the *y had 
nodoubt. They had also baptize -d 109 
Children. Civilization is progressive 
among the people: though not in the 
degree whichthe Brethrendesire. The 
Kniiting-school, under tie care of Mrs. 
Messer, flourishes; many stockings 
have been made and sold, and a quan- 
tity was ready for sale. Myr. Hooper, 
who has the care of the School, con- 
taining, we believe, more than 300 
childrea, reports favourably of their 
progress. 

The Report ef Bethelsdorp for the 
past year has just come tohand. This 
station has been strengthened by the 
accession of Mr. Hooper and Mr. Evan 
Evans, who are now able to preach in 
Dutch; and the latter will be service- 
able to the eause, by his acquaintance 
with the art of printing. The Report 
contains a striking specimen of the tal- 
ents of one of the native Preachers. A 
new church is now building. The 
Brethren preach occasionally to the 
Military at Algoa Bay. During the 
last year, 15 Adults have been baptiz- 
ed, and 54 Children: 43 have been 
born, and 16 have died: 24 couples 
were marrial, The Setilement  in- 
cludes 45 well-cultivated gardens. We 
We hope that this Station, the external 
appearance of which has excited so 
much ceusure, is now in an improving 
'The spot, indeed, was ill chosen, 

and labours under great disadvantages ; 
hut the spiritual benefits rece ved by 
many persons have far exceeded, in

affords many facilities for a comforta- 


ble subsistence. ‘fhe external cir- 
cumstances of this Station ar ally 
encouraging : much land is cultivated ; 

and, but for frequent droughts, the pro- 
duce would be abundant. Thieir catile 
ave much increased; and they hope 
scan to improve their houses. ‘There 
are now upwards of 80 gardens, each: 
containing about an acre ot growad, 
ont additional ones are forming.* 

‘As to our privileges,” says Myr. 
Ulbricht. “the greatest of all ts, tha: 
our labour has not been in vain: many 
souls have been brought to the know- 
ledge of the Lord: this lightens all our 
burdens. Our Church consists of 87 
mentbers (39 men and 48 women).” 
Thev have beeu occasionally plunder- 
ed by the neighbouring Cai lres, whose 
incursions excite some degree of ap- 
prehension : but they repose conjdence 
in the Divine Saviour. 

Mr. Barker proceeds with the School, 
though much hindered by illness. 

An Auxiliary Missionary Society has 
been for omg) which last year produced 
about £16, besides eight rix-dollars 
contributed. te the children of the 
School. 

STATIONS BEYOND THE COLONY. 
Caffraria. 
(Kat River, about 200 miles N. E. of Bethels- 
dorp.) 


To this new, distant, and arduous 
Station, Mr. Williams, with Jan ‘Pzat- 
v00, a converted Native, repaired in 
1816, where he built a house for hi n- 
self and family, formed a garden, and 
inclosed ground for carn, and prepared 
for conducting water to it from a dis- 
tance. About 100 Cafires attend his 
ministry on the Lord’s Day, and about 
70 on ane days. He has commence 
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ed a Schoul for the Native Children. 
hile he saben aches 3s, nota word is hear l, 

,orva sinile perceived. Many steadily 
attend the Word, and gaite in prayer : 
and though their kuowled ige is yet but 
eal, Mr. Williams had reason to bc- 
lieve tat his labour was not wholly in 
vain. 

Mr. Wiiliams greatly needs further 
assistance; and we hope that Mr. 
Brownlee, a Missionary originally in- 
ended for Lattakoo, aad who was in- 
clined to join him, has obtained per- 
mission from the Government at the 
Cape to proceed to Kat River for that 
purpose. 

Fephzitah. 

Mr. Corner and J. Goeyman occu- 
pied this Station for a short time after 
Mr. Smit, but were ordered to leave tt, 
and have retired for the present to 
Bethelsdorp. But we are giad to hear 
that his Excellency the Governor has 
permitted Mr. Moffat and Mr. Kitchin- 
man to proceed to this spot, where the 
people are earnestly desirous of hearing 
the Word. 

Grigua Town. 

The Mission appears to be in more 
frvourable circumstances than during 
the two preceding years. Some per- 

sons who had behaved iii and left the 
settlement, and whose conduct theat- 
ened much mischief, have repented and 
returned. Mr. Anderson, in a letter 
dated Griqua Town, 15th Jan. 1817, 
says, “ Scareely a Sabbath passes, but =e 
receive one or more by baptism.” ‘The 
revival is chiefly among the females, 
who have now a social meeting ainong 
themselves, in which Mrs. Anderson 
and Mrs. Helm preside. Mr. Ander: 
son had baptized 50 adults, chiefly 
young persons, whose hearts the Lord 
had powerfully impressed, even at the 
ume in which the enemy of souls was 
permitted so to rage, as threatened ¢ 
destroy the whole settlement: but, ‘a 
the preaching of the Word, several of 
the most viclent opposers had returned, 
asking forgiveness, and promising to do 
every thing in their power for the good 
ot the Station. 

A great quantity of corn was sown 
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the last year, and much new land cul 
tivated. 

Allthings considered, we have great 
cause for thaukfulness. 

Bethesda. 

Mr. Sass relates many pleasing im 
stances of the power of divine grace it 
the hearts of the Corannians, many ot 
whom appear to be truly pious. Abou: 
20 adulis were baptized in the course 
of the year, besides Children 

The converted people of this Settic- 
ment, in their intercourse with kralls 
of Bushmen and others, trequently take 
occasion to speak of Christ and Salva. 
tion to them, and sometimes apparent- 
ly with much effect. In one plac: 
they jound a large sat of Bushmen : 
and were surprised to hear their Chie! 
speaking to them of the iden of God, 
which he had occasionally heard at 
Bethesda, and conducting divine service 
in an orderly manner. 

They frequently suffer by the in- 
cursions of the wild. Bushmen, whew 
steal their cattle. In one instance thes 
apprehended several men, who some 
months before had robbed them; but, ° 
instead of punishing them, as was ex 
pected, they treated them with ind. 
ness, and made them a present of sev- 
eral sheep and goats. ‘They were as- 
tonished and ashamed : and one of them 
trembling, said to some others, “ T shall 
not believe they will spare my life, un- 
til I get home in safety; for though 
they deal thus kindly with us at pre- 
sent, they will certainly kill us as we 
return.” They found, however, that 
the benien principles of ‘the Gospel pre 
vailed; and thus the Christians over- 
came evil with good.” 

Latiakoo. 

After two unsuccessful attempts to 
commence a Mission in this city, the 
Missionaries, on their third visit, su 
ceeded. When they arrived there, o: 
the 28th of December, 1816, they tow 
the King sittiag in the mid 
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repeat the objections forme ‘ly stated : 
but, has ing plead edthe ar ky promise, 
and that the good peop! le over the 
great waters hag f sent thei on purpose 
io do them good, the King gave them 
leave to unyoke their oxen under the 
preat tree, which amounted to permis- 
sion for them to remain. ‘The next 
day, one of the Brethren, who under- 
stood Bootsui nna, commenced preach- 
ing to the people. 

Not long after the arrival of the Mis- 
sionaries, the King, with about a thou- 
sand of his people, armed, set out on a 
predatory expedition against a northern 
tribe 3; contrary to the earnest solicita- 
tions a the Brethren; to whose care, 
however, he committed his Queen and 
family, during bis absence. Wien the 
conflict took place, his forces were im- 
mediately routed : about 200 were kik 
led, and himself hurt in hts feet in the 
retreat. Le returned, with difliculty, 
to Lattakoo; heartily 
the til-judged and unfortunate expedi- 
lior. 

The Missionaries having now oh- 
tained his favour and friendship, he re- 
quested. their continuance w ith him ; 
theuch this measure was not agreeable 
to some of his principal people: and, 
juvging that the present site of the 
town, which had long been found incon- 
venicnt. would become more so by the 
accession of the Missionaries and those 
who accompanied them, he determined 
‘op remeave to a more eligible spot, situ- 
ved on tire hanks of the Kroonran Riv. 
er, about three days’ journey nearer to 
Griqua ‘Town. On the 4th of June, the 
Missionaries removed to the Krooman, 
and commenced og preparations for 
the settlement. . Hamilton’s me- 


chanical operations in the structure of 


a water-mill filled them with astomish- 
ment.* 
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*Whentheysaw Mr. H.make ahole through 
the mill stone, tiievy were so astonished, that 
thevthoucht he must be rserethanaman The 


iron chain of the waccou alse filled them with 
surprise: they could net conceive how the 
links were put together: and one of the Chiefs, 
seeing u Missionary form a steel and strike fire 
with it, insisted he reust be a God. 
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Ina Letter, dated May 2%, 1St7, is 
is Stated, that scime | 
ily were very att eitive to rehwious in- 
struction: ae nd‘t hat one ot them, « 
hearing a person comnsilits toat 
not understand the Word, edvised him 
to retire, and say, * Lord Jesus, oper 
my heart, to understand aud love the 
Word !” assuring him that he would 
hear his prayer. 

The printing-press for Lattakoo is 
arrived at Griqua Town. ‘The Mission. 
aries have begun to complete a Di- 
tionary and osichie sm in Bootsuanna 
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Makoon’s Kraal, &c 

Mr. Campbell having given the peo- 
ple at Malape etzee and Makoon’s Kraa! 
reason to expect that Missionaries 
would be sent to them, one of the 
Brethren determined, as soon as possi- 
ble after arriving at Lattakoo, to pay 
them a visit. It appeared that the Co 
rannas had left Malapeetzee, and re- 
moved to the Matslakoo River. the 
Missionary was received with open 
arins, and the people imimediateiv 
flocked to hear the Word. ‘They de 
clared that they had waited impatient. 
ly for the fulfilment of the prosnis: 
made them four years ago: that they 
had tried to live without the Word of 
God, but found it impossible; and in- 
sisted wpon the Missionary continuing 
with them. They had heard, they 
said, that the word was going to every 
Nation, and they were alraid of being 
too late. the Missiona:s could not 
stay with them, but promised to send a 
Preacher shortly. 

Makoon also was earnestly desirous. 
that the Niissronary who visited them 
from Lattakoo should abide with them ; 
which being impracticable, they were 
rejoiced whem Cupido agreed to stay 
with them. One of the Chie ‘is appeals 
to be a man of prayer, and worships 
God devoutly with bis family 
was his attachinent to the Word, that 
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Missionaries, said to the inhabitants, that they 
were highly tevoured, for God had come to 
visit them. 

This avowed superiority of the Missionarics 
in the knowledve ot the useinl arts may pre 
pare the minds of the people tor lisienury '* 
theiy spiritual instruction. 
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ly need them: they earnestly intreat 
them.

Mrom the Sixth Repert of the Blackheath 
Auxiliary Bible Society. May 17 , LSt7 

From the returns which have been 
made them, the Committee of the 
(ireenwich Association have now to 
report, that 779 familics, comprising 


2554 persons, have been visited; of 


whom [89S can, and 656 cannot read. 
in this population, 565 copies of the 
Sacred Scriptures, were found, and 
549 copies are immediately desired ; 
towards the procuring of which , 270 
persons have oifered to subscribe 
sums, amounting to 1/. 12s. 6d. per 
week. ‘The Sub-Committee, however, 
confidently believe, that the existing 
demand ter the inspired volume is ve- 
ry considerably under-rated, and that, 
eventually, it will appear, that the la- 
bourers who may endertake the dis- 
tribution, will find more uncultivated 
ground than is at present supposed 
exist. 

It is now ascertained, that, after the 
Blackheath Auxiliary Bible Society 
has been instituted more than five 
years, there remain, in two populous 
parishes, in the centre of its opera- 
tions, at least two thousand persons, 
who do not possess among them a single 
copy of the Holy Ser iptures. 

‘The orderly and peaceable beha- 
viour of the poor in this populous vi- 
cinity, in a season of peculiar difficul- 
iv, may, vour Committee have no 
doubt, be ascribed, in a great measure, 
io the increase of moral feeling, and 
of “ that righteousness which exaliteth 
a nation,” as proinoied by the liberal 
citculation uf the Scriptures. 

From the Fifth Ainual Report of the 
Committe: of the Henly Avnailiary 
Bible Soci ‘yy —Ociober S, [Sl7. 
Your Committee caunot refuse ad- 

ding two or three extracts from the 
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Reports of some of the District Com- 
tnittees, respecting the influence ot 
these institutions, under the manag 
mentof 145 Ladies, going about de- 
ing good; and by whose Kindness it) 
fairly calculated, that not less tha 
1000 visits are, Upon an average, paid 
to the cottages of the poor, pearly eve- 
ry week. Upon such a system, it is 
scarcely possibie that the real circum- 
siances of the poor should remain 
unknown; andit is equaily improbe- 
ble that these who are thus employed 
in weekly visits of merev, to furnish 
the bread and water of life to the 
hungry and thirsty soul, should be un- 
inindful of the various wants of the 
poor io reference to their temporal 
circumstances. Indeed if these were 
the only benefits of Bible Associations, 
they would well deserve the support 
and encouragement of every weil- 
wisher to the happiness of labouring 
classes of society ; but these are only 
the lesser fruits. 


A poor boy, who had been knowr 
and marked as an idle and wicked 
boy, the corrupter of his companions, 
and the trouble of his master and 
friends, was present at one of these 
iueetings, and was induced to become 
a subscriber for a Bible. From this 
time, an evident change was observed 
in fis conduct: at length, he got his 
Bible; and the effect of his reading it, 


was, that he became an example of 


industry, and that his whole character 
was greatly improved, This new 
course he has for a long time kept, 
and gained the entire respect of his 
employer. He lately subscribed for a 
pocket Testament, and gave as his 
reason, that he could not carry his 
Bible about with him, and that he had 
many leisure minutes in a day, in 
which he could read, if he hada Tes- 
tament with him. Nor can vour Com- 
mittee omit to notice, that in one dis- 
trict of your Society, thirty-six copies of 
the Sacred Scriptures have been received 
by hands which had never previously 
handled, and perused by eyes which had 
never before beheld, the lively oracles of 
God,

From the Rev. George Thom, Cape o; 
Good Hope. Cape Town, April 22, 
Isis. 

When the Datch man of war, Am- 
sterdam, of 74 guns, on her voyage 
from Batavia to Holiand, sprang a 
leak, and wasiun on shore at Aigon 
Bay, to save the lives of the crew, a 
nuinber of Bibles, indeed all that they 
had received in Hollau d, were lost in 
her, so that notone was to be found 
among the hundreds of sailers, who 
were saved. When they came to 
town, several applied for the word of 
God; and at last so many called, that 
I was obliged to deny their applica- 
tions, for fear of reducing my stock. 
The Bible and School Commissioy, 
however, answered the demands, 
which | was unable to supply, through 
the medium of the Rev. Mr. Fleck.

During the lnst three menthsof E817, 
I travelled through part of the colony, 
about 1,800 miles, and having convey- 
ance, | distributed a number of ‘Testa- 
ments among Slaves and Uottentots. 
Attwo Missionary settler nents, { heard 
the children read in those Bibles, 
which were distributed yn 1815, At 
the settlements Hooge Kraal, I went 
into the School, and found upwards 
of seventy children, the eldest not 15 
years of age, carrying on instruction 
by monitor, from amoung themselves, 
and one class reading in the Dutch 
Bible. Icailed two outof this class; 
one, not ten years of age, read 8 or 
OQ verses; and the other, about eiglit 
years, read four verses from another 
part of th e Scriptures, both with much 
propriety. W ithout doubt, Mr. Pacalt 
has here, by God’s blessing, done 
much; for, when I was at the settle- 
ment, in 1813, nene could spell, and 
the children were half wild.

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STATE OF RELIGION IN NORTH CARO- 
LINA. 


Exiract of a leiter from the Rev. Samu- 
el C.Caldwell, in Mecklinburgh Coun- 
ty, N. C. duted September 22, 1818. 


You will, no doubt, expect that I 
shail give you some account of the 
state of religion amongst us, but I am 
really at a loss to know how to describe 
it. The ministers of religion are, [ 
think, unusually assisted in the dis- 
charge of their duties, in uafolding the 
truths of the Gospel—in explaining the 
method of salvation through the right- 
eousness of Christ—in opening the 
treasures of grace contained in the pro- 
mises, and in describing the nature, 
lunits, and obligations of the divme 
law ; but their success in bringing men 
to Jesus—in persuading them to em- 
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brace the Gosnel, and to renounce the 
devil, the world, and the (esh, is not 
very considerable —Charitable institu- 
tions have roultiplied exceedingly.— 
‘There is a Sunday school at almostev- 
ery Church, in which black people are 
taught to read. ‘Tract Societies are 
very numerous. We have a _ Bi- 
ble Soci tV called the Concord Bible 
Society, which has hitherto held its 
ineetings in Charlotte and Sugar Creek 
Church. We have a Missionary Soci- 
ety whicl n meets annually on one of 
the days of Synod. ‘the funds are re- 
Spec table and increasing. 

Phe ladies in Charlotte and Sugar 
Creek have made their pastor a mem- 
ber for life of the American Bible So- 
ciety, and of the United Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. It appears that the 
Lord has taken to himself his power, 
and will cause every knee to bow, and 
every tongue to confess. Saints and 
Sinners, prosperity and adversity, and 
angels and devils, must be controlled, 
and employed for the establishment ot 
the kingdor ef truth and righteous- 
it is perhaps a greater attain- 
meat in Cliristian experience, than has 
frequently been imagined, to learn-w 
wait on God in faith for the accomplish- 
ment of his promises. It is perhaps 
more difficult to unite importunity with 
a Waiting spirit, than the most of us 
have tormerty believed it to be. The 
Lord will, however, teach us in his 
own time and way every lesson which 
he has appointed us to learn. Abra- 
ham waited twenty-five years, and Vio- 
ses forty; and | must wagavne their 
faith never entirely failed; but the 
Lord in his own time, heard thew 
prayers, fulfilled his promises, and glo- 
rified himself in them, and by them ; 
thus we trust, and hope, and pray, and

While they neglect to do any 
thing themselves for the dissemination 
of Christian knowledve among the be- 
nighted and miserable, and perhaps 
laugh at others for doing, the great and 
benevolent work prospers belore Uicir 
eyes.

We cannot enumerate all the pai? 
ticular cases which iall under the cog- 
nizauce of a Cliristian church, but 
shall mention a few which are record- 
ded in the Scriptures for our imitation. 

A departure from the faith of the 
gospel, or any of tts leading doctrines, 

is an object of Christian d discip!: ine,— 
“I would they were even cut off that 
trouble you—I have a few things a- 
gainst thee, because thou hast them 
that hold the doctrine of Ba!aam—so 
hast thou also them that hold the doc- 
trine of the Nicolaitans, which thing 
I hate.—A man that is an heretic, af. 
ter the first and second admonition re- 
ject, knowing that he that is such is 
subveried, a: nd paar being condem- 
ned of himseit.” Gal. v. 12. Rev. ii. 
14, 15. Tit. tit. 10. 

[t is worthy of notice, that the only 
passage in the New ‘Testament where- 
in heresy is introduced as au object of 
discipline, makes no mention of any 
thing as composing it but what relates 
to the principles of the party. It may 
be supposed, that those who were ac- 
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counted heretics by the Apestles were 
as impure in their lives as they were 
antichristian in their cectrine, and 
that they were Commoniy Gisturpers 
of the peace aii diununty of the ehureh- 
but however this might be, weither 
of these evils are alicdged as the rea- 
: for which the heretic was to be 
ected. Ail that 
(Mis: “ He is subveric. 
i¢ condenined of himself.” 
‘He ie ‘subverted ;’ tliat ts, 
fessed taith im ihe gospel is 
overturned, or rendered void;

It has been asked by persons who 
cisappreve of all church proceedings 

on account ef difierence in religious 
principles, Who is to judge w hat is 
heresy? We answer, ‘hose who are 
to judge what is immorality in dealing 
vith loose characters. To sup pose it 
impossible to judge what heresy is, or 
to deny that the power of so deciding 
rests ina Christian church, is to charge 
ihe apostolic precept with impert- 
nence. It is true, the judgment ofa 
church may be erroneous, as well as 
that of an individual; and it becomes 
them in their decisions to consiter 
that they will all be revised at the great 
day; but the same may be said of all 
human judgment, civil or judicial, to 
which no one is so void of reason as 
on this account to object. 

It has been farther objected, that 
censuring a person on account of his 
religious sentiments invades the right 
of private judgment, is inconsistent 
with the liberty of the gospel, and con- 
trary to the leading princi les on 
which Protestants have separated from 
the church of Rome, and Protestant 


i and sec- 
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Dissenters from the church of Eng- 
land. ‘Phe right of private judgment, 
wiile we claim no connection with 
others, is an undoubted right. We 
may be christians, infidels, or atheists, 
and nene but God has any controuf 
over us: bat if we desire the friend- 
ship and esteem of good men notwith- 
standing, or claim admission to a 
Christian chureh: or should we be ire 
it already, and claim a right to con- 
linue our situation, surely they would 
uot be obliged to comply. If so, our 
right of private judgment must inter- 
fere with that of others, whose judg- 
nent tells them that there can be nu 
etlowship between light and darkness, 
or communion between him that be- 
heveth and an infidel. If the liberty 
pel consists in a right of fet- 
lowshtp with Christian churches, what- 
ever be our principies, tt will follow 
net only that unbelievers may claim 
visible communion with believers: but 
that no exclusions for immerality can 
be justified, provided the party insists 
ihat his sentymerts_are in harmony 
with his practice. There isa great va- 
riety of opinion as to what is morality, 
as wellas to whatistruth. One loose’ 
character believes in polygamy, anoth- 
er in concubinage, and a third can see 
no harm in fornication, nor even in 
adultery, provided it be undiscover- 
ed.* 

Ifthe churches of Rome and Enc- 
land had cone nothing more than ex- 
clude from their society those cliarac- 
ters whom they considered as devi- 
ating from the first principles of the 
gospel, without subjecting them to 
civil penalties or disabilities, however 
we might have disputed the truth = 
their doctrine, we ‘could not just! 
have objected to their Siaciplaat: 
We should suppose, that the separa- 
tion of Protestants from the one, and 
of Protestant dissenters fron: the other, 
was for the sake of enjoying a purer 

church state, wherein they might act 
up to the laws of Zion’s King; and 
not that they might live as though 
there were no king in Israel, which | is 


* Such was the Morality taught by Me 
tlume 
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ihe case where every man does that 
which is right in his own eyes. 

In cases of notorious and compli- 
cated wickedness it appears, that in 
the primitive churches immediate ex- 
clusion was the cousequence. In the 
case of the incestuous Cortnthian, 
there are no directions given for his 
being admunisiied, and excluded only 
in case of his being iucorvigibly im- 

nitent. ‘he apostle determined 
what should be doue—* In the bame 
of the Lord Jesus wheu ye are gather- 
ed together to deliver such a one unto 
Satan.” We cannot but consider it 
as an error in the discipline of some 
churches, wiere persons have been 
detected of press and aggravated 
wickedness, that their exclusion has 
been suspended, and in many cases 
omitted, on the pround of their pro- 
fessed repeniaice. While the evil 
was @ Secret, it was persisted in; but 
when exposed by a public detection, 
then repentance is brought forward, 
as it Were in arrest of Judgment. But 
can that repentance be geuuine which 
is pleaded for the purpose of wardiog 
off the censures of » Christian church? 
We are persuaded it cannot. The 
eye of a true penitent will be fixed on 
the greatness of his sin, and he will be 
the iast to discern, or talk of his re- 
pentance for it. So far from pleading 
itimerder to evade censure, he will 
censure himself, and desive noihing 
more than that tesiimony may be 
borne against lis conduct for tle ho- 
nour of Christ. . 

But allowing that repeutance in 
such cases is sincere, still it is not of 
such account as to set aside tie neces- 
sity of exclasion. ‘The end to be an- 
swered by this measure is not merely 
the good of the party, bul * cieariog of 
a Christian church from the very ap: 
pearance of conniving at immorality ; 
and which cannot be accomplishe 
by repentance ouly. Though Miriam 
might be truly sorry for her sia iil 
havi: if spoken against Moses, aud 
though) she migut be heated of nec 
Jeprosy, .et * the Lord sail uato So 
ses, [Dher facrer nad but spit ta ner 
face, should she not be ashamed seven 
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days? Let hier be shut out from the 
Camp seven davs; and afier that let 
her be szeceived ja again.” Num. sii. 
14, 

We do noi suppose, however, that 
every Doterious fant requires faatine. 
diate exclusion. ‘Piie 
given ts—that notorious evils sould 
meet with a pubic rebuke. © 
that sin, rebuke before ail, that oshers 
also may fear.” 1 ‘Pim. v. 20. Dut this 
proceeding does notappear to amount 
loexclusios; itis rather ol the nature 
of a censure or reprimand, accompa- 
nying an admonitiou. ‘i’o us it ap- 
pears, that the circumstances atlend- 
Ing asin Ought to deieriuine whether 
it require immediate excision, or not. 
li these be highiy aggravating; if there 
appear to liave been premeditation, 
intention, and perseverance in the 
colme, put away irom amongst youre 
selves that wicked person; but if cir- 
cumstances ex tenuate , rather than 
heighten the evil, solemn admonition, 
accompanied with rebuke, oug'st to 
suifice, and no exclusion io follow but 
in case of incorrigible impen:tence. 

There are also faults which do not 
come under the denomination of ue- 
torious sins, wherein direcuons are 
given fur recovering the etienders 
without any mention berg made of 
exciusion, either tiamediate or ull- 
mate. ‘Piere is perhaps in all the 
churches a description of men whose 
cliavacters ave fav from being actlorm- 
ly circumspect, aud yet not sudicicat- 
ly irregular to warrant thew being 
separaied from communion. They 
are disorderly waikers; busy-bodies 
in other men’s matters, while uegil- 
gent of ther own; ta a word, unami- 
abie characters. Now those that are 
seach we are divecied to extort, and 
charge that they conduct themselves as 
becometh Christians. If after this 
they continue disorderly, observe a 
degree of distance in your conduct 
towards them; withdraw your intimea- 
cy; let them fgel the frowus of thetic 
brethren: yet be not whoily reserved, 
bui occasionally expiain to them ihe 
reasons of your conduct, affectionate- 
ly admouisiung r them at the samme lime 
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to repentance and amendment of life. 
“ Now we Command you, brethven, in 
the name of our Low Jesus Christ, 
that ve siticraw vourselves trom 
every brother that waike ta disorderly, 
aid nolaler the tradsion which he 
received of us—Por we hear that 
there ale some who walk amoug you 
disorderly, working me. all, but are 
busy-bodies. Now thei that are such 
we command, aud exhort by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that with quietness they 
work, and eat their own bread. And 
Hany obey not our word by this epis- 
tle, uete that uran, and lave no com- 
pany with him that he may be asham- 
ed: yel count hin not as an enemy, 
but admonish him as a brothei.” 2 
‘Thess. 1. 6—15. If churehes were 
to consult oaly their own reputation, 
they Would olten discard such persous 
wlan early period: but where there 
is reason to hope that the heart is 
right im the main, great forbearance 
musi be exercised, aud long persever- 
auce in endeavouring to recover. How 
mauy imperfections were discovered 
in ihe conductof the twelve apostles, 
whie their Lord was with them, and 
what an exainple of forbearance has 
he ieft us! One character reclaimed is 
of greater account and more to the ho- 
nour of a Christian caurci, than ma- 
ny discarded. 

Finally, A watchful eye upon the 
state of the church, and of particular 
members, with a seasonable interpo- 
sitio, may do more towards the pre- 
sersation of good order than ali other 
things put together. Discourage whis- 
perigs, backbitings, and jealousies. 
irown on tale bearers, and give no 
ear to their tales. Nip contentious in 
the bud. Adjust differences in civil 
matters amoug yourselves. Bring to- 
gether at an early period those in 
whom misconception and distrust have 
begun lo Operate, ere ill epinion ripen 
into settled dishke. By a frank and 


timeiy explauation in the presence of 
a coumon friend, that may be healed 
in an hour, which if permitted to pro- 
ceca, a series of years cannot eiadi- 
cate.

The planting of a 
cburch in a neighbourhood where the 
gospel is preached, and the ordinan< 
ces of Christ administered in their 
purity, is a great blessing. [tis a 
temple reared for God, in which he 
deigns to record his name, to meet 
with his humble worshippers, and te 
bless them. We have seen churches 
of this description, in the midst of « 
career of spiritual prosperity, edify- 
ing one another in love, and gather- 
ing souls to the Redeemer’s standard, 


all, in a little time, blasted and ruime*t 
by some unhappy event that has 
thrown, them into disorder. One of 
the members, it may be, has acte« 
unworthily—be is reproved—hbis rela. 
tions er particular acquaintances take 
on his side—discipline is interrupte:t

minds are grieved, and retire—wor-
